Mr. Llewellyn — Unfortunately Rockland was notified that they were the first
community to have a motor vehicle fatality in 2005. He commended everyone for their
efforts in trying to save this young man but unfortunately the accident was so bad
nothing could be done. Chief Sammon also commended everyone for their efforts.
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Mr. Valanzola — It looks like Adelphia has been taken over by Comcast. He just
received notification in his mailbox and has not had a chance to review it yet.

He
was in Troop 57 and had the honor of knowing Mr. Walsh.

Charles Kimball — Spoke regarding pedestrian crossings and the fact that the people
who are going right on red do not see the pedestrian crossing sign. Police and Fire said
that they can’t do anything about it. I’ve even asked our State Representative and he
was going to try to come up with some legislation to do something about it. My point
is, when you push the button we should go to the red and yellow. I’m asking the BOS
to help me take care of this problem.
